37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted tiie interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Lebovid called the Examiner to discuss the final rejection 
mailed on January 26, 2005 and the cause of the rejection, in particular the status of the terminal disclaimer that was 
mailed on November 4, 2004. The Examiner indicated to Mr. Lebovid that the temninal disclaimer has been accepted, 
but there were some problems with two claims. The Examiner indicated to Mr. Lebovid that in daim 1, Lines 16-20, the 
use of the terms "said position of said vehide is beyond said location" is indefinite as it could refer to a location at the 
intersection and not to the virtual violation line. Mr. Lebovid suggested that the Examiner can issue an Examiner's 
amendment if the claims will be allowed and chage the wording to "said position of said vehicle is beyond said virtual 
violation line". 

The Examiner indicated to Mr. Lebovid that in daim 29, Lines 7-9, "a plurality of showing at least one vehide 
approaching said first traffic signal" appears to be incorrect. Mr. Lebovid recommended that the wording be changed 
to "a plurality of images showing at least one vehide approaching said first traffic signal". The examiner agreed to 
include the correction in the Examiner's amendment. 
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
